Section 8 tenants try to get an apartment com- 
plex's management to fix leaks and mold. And 
keep trying. By Daniel Denvir 

T he residents of Wilder Ibwnhouse Apartments and neighbor- 
ing homeowners were circulating a petition to secure a city 
permit for a Fourth of July block parQr. It seemed innocent 
enough. But management was not pleased. 

These sameeffcrts should be used at maintaining your apart- 
ments and beautifying the comm imity instead oflooking for ways 
to accommodate your own personal satisfaction.” said a June 23 let- 
ter distributed tn the tenantsofthe 200-unit row house compleain 
Germantown, who pay pai-t oftheirrent with federally subsidized 
Section 8 vouchers. ‘Please be advised that any resident found bar- 
bequing Isicl.giilKngorusirrgapoolonWister’Ibwnhousehouse 
property will be immediately proces.sed for eviction. All residents 
names listed on the petition will be evicted oiso for feiluio to comity 
withthe lease and all ofthehouserules.Oioose wisely. It’s easier to 
burbeque at theparit than to live there.” 

The Midiaels Oi^anization, which owns the property through a 
relatedcompany railed Interstate Realty Management and built 
the complex in 1978, says the letter was a mistake. 

This letter does not reflect the management style or philosophy 
ofinterstute Realty Management and was indeed problemadc,”

AT THE END OF 
THE WORLD.

The Plague started with a pair of diorda. They’ve 
haunted Andrew Lipke for eight years, but they 
haven'tporalyzedhim.In that time, he got mar- 
ried, released three rock albums, built a studio and 
became a fa ther. And throu^ it alL he kept return- 
ing to the piano to play those two chords. 

They’ve found a homein “Reunion,'’ one of the 
end-of-daya meditations mThePlagus, his gor- 
geous new album with the Azrael Quartet When 
Judgment Day comes, it turns out people aren’t 
as prepared as they thought they'd be. In a suite 
of^apocalyptic vignettes, ’’ Lipke gives voice to the 
doomed and the angels alike, “Why'd it have to be 
now.why’dit have to be here?"a baffled man asks 


one of the messengers. Strings flutter os the insistent pane fig- 
ure dears the way for her patient — if unsettling — reply. 

“Fve always liked the kind of crisscrossing oftotal fantasy 
stuifand then the people who take it real seriouB.” says Lipke, 
the son of a Methodist minister. 1 think it’s just so fascinating 
That's why 1 always Uked Revelations.” 

Ifall had gone according to plan, The Plague would have been 
out in March. But while the strings were done in December and 
the two songs recorded with Lipke’s band The Prospects were 
in the can, h took more time and a couple of unorthodox record- 
ing sessions to get the piano just right. 

In the meantime, two notable things happened in May: The 
world didn't end, and Li [dee and his wife, Myri ah. welcomed 
their daughter.Arabelle. Holding the alert infant at their home 
in Kensington, the proud dad is clear^ besotted. How does 
sudi a happy man promote such a bleak album? 

“Nothing really matters thatrnuch anymore,” Lipke says. He 
doesn't mean that inanihilistic way; it’s just that he knows 
what counts in life.TIverythmgelBeiskindoffun.so I just 
have fiin with it.’ 

While he's wrestled with hope and despair in his work, it's 
easy to see which takes precedence in person. He's an optimist 
whosets seemingly impossible goals, like building a home stu- 
dio in three months or building a bridge between his pop career 
and his classical ambitions. "I don't wont to get cocky, but I just 
feel like you aim as hi[^ as you possibly can. and if you fall 
short, you’re still pretty high up there.” 

Though only two ofThe Plague’s numbers feature The 
Prospects. there’s a forward motion to the pieces that wont 
come as a surprise to those who are famiIiarwithLi[dce’s work. 
“Up to Here’ is ^ic, almost Zeppelin-esque. rampinguptbe 
dramatic tmision with tightly controlled drums andLipke's 
powerful wail; the string quartet drives his voice ever heaven- 
ward on the seven-minute Tlosarma.' 

While growing up in the diurch was pivotal to Lipke’s devel- 
opment, fatherhood has only furthered his be lief that any 
afterlife would be superfluous. There can’t be anything bigger 
than this because this is way bigger than anybody could ever 
fathom,’ he says. “Even seeing a baby breast-feed and think 
about that whole process ...there’s enough wonder in right 
now. right here.' 

But don’t expect domestic bliss tn get in the way of his dark 

“The music I like is like ‘Grrrr.’ I like minor chords. I Eke sad 
muac. I like beautiful melodies saying sad things.! like destruc- 
tive music. I mean, all kinds ofmusic.butit’s the dark stuff that 
excites me,’ Lipke laughs. “But worfdview? Nah. Hasn’t changed. 
The only thing I can say is that everything feels lighter.’

Except 
fcr her band. Espers, and a few others.nobody’s really writing 
these sorts of primeval, pre -pop folk songs anymore. 

Does she ever get the feeling she’s, you know, bom in the

TO're sitting in sn oaken auditorium in North Pinny’s Wagner 
FVee Institute of Science thst could double for the operating 
theaterin The Gross Clinic. Just down the haDis herdesk in the 
develo]xnent office. Upstairs, century-and-a -half-old taxidermy 
sits in uniefrigerated glass cases, the atmosphere not musty, just 
drarmiirg^, ambiguously ondent.That Baird has found employ- 
ment in such a place just really, really makes sense.

Where 
the hist (Hie unleashed Baird’s lohy. celestial voice on her favorite 
songs and songwiitere (Fraser & DeBolfs'Waltze of theTermis 
Hayers," Jimmy Webb’s ‘Do What You Gotta Do”), the new (me 
has berccmhdendy brandishing her own writing skills. 

the tempo perhaps only to conjure by contrast a calmer calm for 
the spooky, still parts. Nimble hngers drive the eluant ‘Stars 
dJimb Up the Wne’ while “Babyon" drips with Baird’s most 
tircehd and emotive vocals. Throughout, the sliding sounds of a 
pedal steel and dobro turnup to haunt the backdrop, and lends 
little droos to the rhythmic main plot. 

Ihe album does includes pairof well-chosen covers, Mark- 
Almond Band’s “Friends” and The House of Love’s “The Beatles 
and the Stones” — two tracks that match Baird's originals 
when it comes to enigmatic intent.

After working Seasons over at home and on stage 
for so long, the album came together pretty swiftly, 
a two-week session at MinerStreet Studios ‘It was 
really old-fashitned, I thought about it very album- 
formatted Nothingnewor fancy. Just thinking of it 
as an album.” 

One complaint? No lyric sheet to help the careful 
listener get to the roots ofit. to pan down the story 
behind the album’s many moods. ‘T don’t know. It’s 
not like they’re secret.” s^s Baird "There’s some- 
thing weird about making a big deal about putting 
them in a sheet. I don’t necessarily want them to 
exist without the music.”

Collaboration was not always the rule for the 24-yeaF-old 
singer and guitarist of Lantern, a blues-garage power trio new 
to Philadelphia. In his previous band. Montreal add rock outfit 
OmonRall. Fairbrothercalled the shots and his fellow musi- 
dans played along. Moving to Philadelphia last year with Emily 
Robb (OmonRa’s bassist, as well as his girlfriend ), the songwrit- 
er found out he much preferred sharing the load. 

It's a Wednesday evening and we’re string on the roof of the 
Fishtown warehouse where Lantern lives, basking in the glow 
of the Berks El stop us dusk descends.The building is populated 
by artists and fellow muacians. from Bardo Pond to former 
members ofTheArmdiaira, nnd the band feeds off the prevail- 
ing creative fertility. 

Robb’s aisterused to live here, too; her tip brought Robb and 
FairbrothcrtotowninZOlO, os they were looking to turn their 
recording project into a live bund. Soon after arriving, they met 
S^hie White uta show by herold punk band. bunnyRAT. One 
badass drum solo later.she was in Lantern. 

"I kind of wanted to expand my musical vocabulary.'White 
recalls.

Sparse 
and minimal, itshows a di%rentside to the band — particularly 
die epic 'In theNight Alone, 'whidi builds from a rattling take 
cn ’50s pop into umbient rain sounds und drone (caused by time- 
stretching a Beethoven string quartet piecel.lheEPis where 
Fairiirother firet oriented himself toward blues. 

But the blues music Lantern jams on is 'kind of old, kind of 
dark and of a very specific time period." Foiihrother explains. “1 
was reading a lot of Cormac McCarthy, and kind of like heavy 
literature dealing with these very vast concepts on existence. 
Listening to bhies music, it’s very old. but I found it interesting 
that it spoke tome. It transcended rime in some way. I think 
that music will always be relevant in some smse.”

Dice and The Roots Crew preached high lyrical 
standards from the get-go. ‘It reaDy pushed me as a lyricist 
because I was in the room with lyridsta every day. and I really 

anted to represent, and show that I could write welL'

SQUARE BIZ 

The signature four-sided pizzas are but the first 
kiss of a citywide Santucci's iove affair.

I n Philadelphia, our dining scene evnlves faster than Apple 
tEchnology. Ftar proof, look to Philly Mag’s “Great Philadelphia 
Pizza Quest,” a thorou^ feature representing 1,000 pizzas and 
probably as many hours ccmsumed in the search 
for slice -by-slice escellaice. The artide came out 
in July. It was obsolete by August. 

That’s when Santucci's opened on the 900 
block of Christian. 

Santucci’s isn’t neu’ new, Joseph Suntucd and 
his wife Philomena debuted in 1969 on O Street in Juniata, where 
their square, sauce-on-top pies became a hit, Family members 
opened olTshoots all along the 1-96 North corridor, but O Street 
remained the undisputed original until Frank Santucci, Joe and 
Phil’s son. deddcd to close shop and relocate to South Philly with 
his daughter, Alicia, and future son-in-law, Blake Barabusdo. 

The downtown move is something of a homecoming for the clan. 
Alicia and Blake, who Hvem Graduate Hospital, are starting a 


family hero, just as Joseph and Philomena Santucci started theirs 
in a 10th and Carpenter row home before moving to the Northeast 
What if Joe and Phil never moved out of South Hully? Maybe Td 
have grown up on square pies like my fiancrie. whose brnily roots 
run deep in llicony and Holmesburg.

rest. A limp salad, some crappy muzzarulla sticks, and 
people would still de into this sun-wnshed restaurant. 

1 still would. But instead, the family recruited chef 
Bobby Saritsoglou,who’d impressed them with a grilled 
calamari bruschetta when he was sous chef at L’Oea in 
Fairmount. The pizza recipe is the only thing that came 
from O Street, the rest of the menu is all Saritsoglou's. 

He adds wild boar and cloves to his amazing meatballs, 
and forms patties for the Santucci burger made horn 
grass-fed beef and topped with mozzareUa, pesto and 
roasted red pepper. He confits garlic, enriching the wings' 
ParmesajVprovolone sauce with tlie garlic's infused oil 
and spreading the sweet cloves on Averse rolls for garlic- 
bread cheesesteaks. He cures his own pancetta. Fbr any 
restaurant that gives two sliits, none of this ia a big deal. 
For a neighborhood pizzeria with just 3,5 seats — more 
are coming soon to the adjacent courtyard — and a bus- 
tling takeout and delivery business, it's ambitious. 

Takeout is ready in a speedy 20 minutes, while delivery 
can take around three times as long. Ill pardon the hour 
holdup during Hurricane Irene, but what about the order 
that was just as late on a sunny altomoun?That delivery 
also arrived missing a salad, which the guy returned 
with right-quick. The salad, velveteen leaves of bibb 
cupping green apple, pickled red onion, candied walnuts 
and Goigonzola, was worth the wait. Next time. Til order 
extra cups of the fresh, langy apple cider vinaigrette and 
sock it in my fridge for the future. 

The delays showed no mercy to many of the items 

Street andAversa rolls turned to rubber. Fries went Qac- 
cid. Santued's is best enjoyed at Santucci’s, where the 
bread is always pillowy and the salty, crunchy, sidn-on 
fritas are the epitome ofboardwalk excellence. Another 
upshot to dining in: the staff, a sorority of PYTs who run 
this room with the intensity of a red-zone defense. 

The open kitchen connects to the dining room, where a 
blackboard fixed to the exposed brick entices with unex- 
pected specials. Thu cum bisque was the essence of sum- 
mer, a light, sweet prelude to supple housemade gnocchi 
in emerald pesto. Capped off with a wedge of dnnamon- 
laced, brioche-and-hoagie roll bread pudding, it was a 
meal worthy of any seasonal American BYOB. 

But it’s equally hard to resist the relatives from the 
pizza family tree, like the free-form “llathread” topped 
with caramelized onions, fontina, mozzarella, a gooey 
fried e^ and salty, singed curls of Saritsoglou’s pancetta. 
The skinny, crusty, black-bottomed stromboU upstage 
even the pizzas. The spinach needs a bigger dose of garlic, 
but the meat-filled versiotui (try the loaded ‘Tlnde Joe,” 
with prosciutto, coppa, salami and pepper-jack) Fd order 
on my deathbed. Santucci’s servos its tomato sauce on the 
side for dipping and dusts each stromboli with a secret 
spice mix for a zesty, breadstick-like effect. 

In less than two months, Santucci’s has cornered the 
Bella Vista pizza trade. Next up: brunch, coming in 
October. Watch your backs, Sabrina’s and Morning Glory: 
I hear Saritsoglou makes a mean Greek yogurt.
